ROCK ISLAND. 



By Us Acquisition of the Seaboard 
Air-LSne' It becomes the Largest 
Railway System In 
the World. 



New York. Aug. 13 -The deal con- 
bummated yesterday, by which the 
Rock Island interests acquire the 
practical control of the Seaboard 
Air-line, {rives the former road 
2,tt)0 more miles ot rail, a steam- 
ship line from Florida to Cuba and 
one from Norfolk to Baltimore. 

The deal also takes away the 
individuality of the last independent 
railroad in the South. It puts Rock 
Island trains over controlled roade 
into Washington, Tampa, Norfolk 
Wilmington, Savannah and Jackson- 
ville on the Atlantic seaboard. 

Junction with the Rock Island 
system will be made at Birminham 
over the Frisco." By traftic agree- 
ments Rock Island trains can even 
Renter New York over the Baltimore 
f \v Ohio from Washington. 

Rock Island this becomes in mile- 
age, capital', extent and richness 
of territory traversed the greatest 
a .railroad system in the world, its 
yPmileage amounts to almost 
20,000, and it exceeds by many hun- 
dred miles the great Pennsylvania 
and New York Central systems. 
No Change In /Management. 
^ Official announcement is made 
that the present management of the 
Seaboard Air-line will be continued 
j the property being operated sep- 
arately by the Rock Island. 

The Seaboard Air-line will land 
freight for the Rock Island into New 
York city also by way of the Old 
Dominion Steamship lines, with 
which it has a working agreement. 

The new Rock Island property is 
capitalized at $125,000,000, includ- 
ing $75,000,000 of bonds. Of these 
bonds $10,000,000 are to be used for 
the construction of the new line 
between Atlanta and Birmingham. 

Of this last issue $6,000,000 were 
sold in April of this year, and it is 
understood the balance of $4,000,000 
has recently been purchased by a 
syndicate made up ot J. P. Morgan

Blair. The Seaboard owns its 
entire trackage as far north 
Richmond, Va. From Richmond to 
Washington it has one- sixth interest 
in the Richmond & Washington rail 
road over which all the Southern 
systems enter the capital. 

The Rock Island now extends from 
the Atlantic west through Birming- 
ham, over the Frisco to St. Louis, 
Memphis and New Orleans, and by 
way of the Choctaw, Oklahoma and 
Gulf to Western Texas, where it 
taps its main line .leading from 
Chicago to El Paso.

Kansas Man Runs Amuck at a 
Band Concert.

CH AIRMAN OARY'S REMOVAL. 

The removal of Chairman Geo. E. 
Gary from the head of the Demo- 
cratic committee, io the midst of 
the most important campaign that 
has ever confronted the Democratic 
party in Kentucky, was a piece of 
asininity that will make it almost 
impossible to unite the party in the 
support of the ticket. 

Mr. Gary repre»euted the largest 
faction of the party, it there be fac- 
tions. He was backed by more 
than 600 majority of the popular 
vote, as cast for Judge C. H. Bush, 
and was supported by 13 ol the 24 
members of the committee with le- 
gal titles to their seats. Being op- 
posed to any kind of machine rule 
or bossism in the party, Mr. Gary 
was not the kind of man to be con- 
trolled by professional spoilsmen. 

He was in a better position to 
harmonize the party than any man 
in the county, but he refused to bow 
the knee that thrift might follow 
fawning and his removal was de- 
manded by those in control of the 
local machine and seeking to make 
the county committee wholly sub- 
servient to their orders. Conserva- 
tive men among their own friends 
warned them that to continue the 
tight inside the party at this lime 
meant hopeless ruin of Democratic 
prospects, but Mr. Geo.

The tunnel under the straits would 
be between Cape Prince of Walts, the 
most westerly point of Alaska, and 
East Cape, the most easterly point 
in Siberia, and will, according 
to a report of the engineers, 
prove a comparatively easy task, 
for beneath the water, which in no place 
is over 211 fathoms, the formation is 
not of rock, but schist or slate. No 
blasting would be necessary, and the 
Dlaniede Islands In the straits are so 
placed as to offer the most convenient 
means of ventilation of the tunnel. The 
straits, commonly reported to be from 
17 to 30 miles wide, arc actually 40, and 
the first Island is 15 miles from East 
Cape; the second Is 16 miles from that, 
and the third five miles from Cape 
Prince of Wales Harry de Windt. the 
explorer, Journalist nnd engineer, who 
with a party of Russians visited the 
straits in 1898. declared after he lia<: 
carefully surveyed the situation, that
